(Slgne4) Von Sasseu- 
bacl ." Mr. Whitely's'wiiaest hopes being 
thus unexpectedly conBrmed, lie set to 
work, witli the aid of a whole brijjado of 
district managers, scouring London to find 
inenibers of the exhibition committees. 
The telegraph wa» also kept busy in the 
same pursuit. By eleven o'clock the mem- 
bers of '.he Berlin honorary coinmiltce had 
been found and had responded to the ur- 
gent call, and the London (iennan Coni- 
niittce made their appearance about uooii. 
All wtro in full evening dres.i and appro- 
priately ngrvous.

Graiid Concert at Albert Hall In Honor 
of Their imperial 
Majesties. 



The Populace Wild with Enthusiasm 
—The City a Mass of Vlags and 
Decorations. 



Lo.sDON, July 0.— The French ncwspA- 
pers are cnl husiastic over the refusal of the 
Frcmdi operatio singers to take part in tho 
gala performatfce in houor of the Kaiser and 
Kaiserinc. This action is extolled as the 
hoigbt of patriotsni, and the jierfornicrs are 
promised the cstcom of their cuuiitiynioii as 
compensation for declining to earn decora- 
tions and recognition nt the hands of the 
German sovereign. On the other hand, the 
anti-German feeling is somewhat nlleviated 
by the pimianent relaxation of the Alsace- 
Lorraine passport regulations, though even 
this act of grace is interpretrtl as evi- 
dence that (Jerniany feels entirely 
secure, now that the triple alliance 
has been renewed, and ia iiuliiJcieiit 
at the attitude of France. 

This evening the Kaiser and Kaiseriiio 
dined with Lord Londonderry and a <ii,i- 
tiiiguislied company, at Lord Londonderry's 
n sideiico in Park Lane. It is said that the 
Kaiser made Bome historical referciico to 
Irflami, sii:;gestecl by his lordship's title, 
ami coii^pliinontary to the famous defence 
of Londonderry. A distinguislied company 
was present, uud tho Kaiser showed himaclf 
both gracious and communicative. 

The concert at .'illiert Hall, after tho 
dinner, was a grand aflfair, and was attend- 
ed by an audience no less brilliant than that 
at Covent Garden, on \Vednpsday evening. 
The Kaiser and the Kaiaerinc.tlie I'rineoand 
Princess of Walej and other members of the 
royal family wore preaont, levee drfss 
being worn, a guard of honor mounted at 
the entrance to tho hall. The Kaissr, the 
Prince auil other royallicB rode in state to 
the hall, and were loudly aiiplaudod with 
even greater vigor than on the proYimis 
night. For the time, Lonilon seems carrio(' 
away with the Kaiser. During the |iro 
gross to the hull, while the crowd was 
breaking out in enthusiasm, some of them 
thought they heard a hiss from » foreign- 
looking individual in a peaked cap uud 
blouse. The fellow, who had the appear- 
ance of a French workingman, was seized 
by stalwart arms, and would have been 
badly knocked about but for the interfer- 
ence of a policeman who was in the crowd. 
As it was, the Frenchman was made to take 
ofThis cap and try to hurrah, but os he 
could not get his tongue around the word, 
he woe lot off by crying " viveL'Empereur. ' 
The crowd was not violent, but evidently 
determined not to permit any insult to the 
Kai.scr. 

Mounted troops from Aldurshot arrived 
at Wimbledon, this evening, and went into 
camp, to remain until after Saturday's re- 
diew. The city is a mass of flags and decor- 
ations, in preparation for to-morrow's eveut. 
The weather promises to be fair. 

Biickiiighain palace was surrounded, to- 
day, by jieople nnxiou" to see the Kaiser. 

It is cluiinnd, that amid tho plaudits of 
the crowd, after tho (/'ovcnt Garden per- 
formance, on Wednesday night, there M'orc 
yells, groans nnd cries of *' baccarat."

Ci.NC'iN.N'.ATi, .Inly A little after 10 
o'clock, last night, lire broke out in the sub- 
basement of the immense building at Fourth 
and Elm streets, owned by William A. 
Hooper, a banker, and occupied by A. I'.. 
Hurkhardt & Oo., manufacturers and dealers 
in fur.i. The building hud a seventy-live- 
foot frontage on Fourth Streisand exiended 
l."i(l feet back. The front is .srven .stories 
high, anil ut the reur has a height of eight 
and a lulf stories, an.l also extends two 
stories under ground. 1 1 is nearly nc\" aud 
valued at about .■?:iUO, 001). .Mr. linrkhardt, 
to-night, could give only a rough estimate 
of the value of the stock in the building. 
It was to the best of his belief, between 
50, 0,000 and S700,()()0. In addition to his 
own immense stock he stores groat quanti- 
ties of valuable fuis for citizens every sum- 
mer, and these wore all in the building. 

After the beginning of the lire the entire 
fire department of the city was called out. 
I tunse volumes of smoke ut first filled the 
.ilreets, and then, with a sudden burst, 
the flames came through the roof. The 
wnWn .soon began to crumble, and the 
liuihling and contents became irretriev- 
ably lost. The fire department devoted 
their whole attention to prevent the tire 
spreading to the valuable adjacent property, 
which was greatly endangered. 

The h'onith street frontage of the build- 
ing was oconpied by (Jriershofer & do., 
dealers in and inamifactnreis of clolliing.

S\s Fbanoisco, July 8. — A correpondent 
of the Examiner, writing from Pisagua, 
Chile, says: Several miles back of Piaagna 
and not far from the little railroad 
where the narrov/ gaut.'0 engines pulT 
and blow in their almost fruitless 
ell'orls to reach sky inereing heights, 
stands a stone house of diminutive propor- 
tions, partly surrounded by a stone wall and 
partially buried amiilst a .solemn growth of 
in-own bushes, with vacant windows cau- 
tiously looking over the wall. One month 
ago a mm could be .seen carefully coming 
and going from this ]>\»ty: I'o-day it. is de- 
serted and why? "'J'heri'by hangs a t.de." 

The daredevil attempt to aEsa.ssinate Ual- 
mneeda, and its failure, has been an item to 
which 1 have had a clew for hoiiic time, bui, 
been unaldo to get any facts until now. 
A ])arty of insurgents, foio of them said 
to h-ve been a wealthy citizen of N'alparaiso, 
another a captain in the insurgent army, 
and a third a citizen of this district, and 
owner of the house in (piestion, planned the 
assassination aud proceed to carry their 
plans into elfect, arranging that the attempt 
upon Ualmaceda'a life should be made on 
.May 20. 

A woman named Margaret Stiatham, a 
half-breed Enclieh woman, residing ut Val- 
pai iiiso, ahso entered into the plot. It was 
arranged that the Strttthain woman was to 
seek an interview with the dictator upon the 
plea of wishing to pray for clemency for a 
prisoner in the hands of the government 
whom she was to claim was a near relation. 
Should she succeed in obtaining a hearing 
before the President she was to represent 
th.il her three accomplices also wished to 
say something for the prisoner and tliat 
they were strong supporters of the govern- 
ment. 

Once in the presence of the dictator, the 
guard would be overpowered, if jiossible, 
and the President stabbed. The insurgents 
would thc)i proclaim llicnuselves and rely 
upon popular sentiment and snpjiort from 
among the government's wavering troops. 
These are the facts as near as I can learn. 
News of an intended att(!in|)t upon bis life 
reached the President, Ihrrttigh an unknown 
channel, and wily lljlni.aced't awa.ited the 
time when the Chilian nihilists weie secure- 
ly in his trap, when they foumi themselves 
hi'iing a score of armed niuii and with gleam- 
ing rilli! barrels |)oiiitcd at their heads. 

The news was hushed and, in lln: shadow 
of the evening, a cxravau moved swift ly 
outside the city and halted in a patch of 
wooils. Three fearless-looking men iiich-uns 
stepped out and were escorted by a guard 
to a selected spot. A brown-eyed woniiin, 
pale, and with Mood-ahot eyes, which 
moved about in ilefiancu at her ctptors, was 
escorted to the side of the men. .She looked 
at the sun sinking behind the city, for the 
lu8t time, and heard the sergeant give the 
cemiuanil to load. She wllispured some- 
thing to I er companions, and then the con- 
demned quartette sustainod death-like si- 
lence until t^o shower of bullets laid them 
low. The little hut bnok of Pisagua has 
hold its teoret well until now. 



REFUSE TO DJSAEM. 

The Situation at the Franklin, Gllmau aud 
Newcastle Coal Iflnes— A Uore 
Bitter Feellni;. 

Yesterday's Post-IutcUigencor says : The 
mines at Franklin, Newcistle and Oiliimn 
are now running with a full coin|)leinent of 
skilled workmen, and at the former places 
there are more miners than the companies 
can employ at present. The Sullivan 
guards, with the exception of live at each 

Elace, who are acting as watchmen, have 
eon withdrawn, and Mr. Sullivan himaelf, 
believing that affairs are well in hand, has 
returned to Portland. The miners still 
beiir arms, those at Newcastle having re- 
fused peremptorily to surremder a gun, in 
which action they followed the exatnplo of 
the inou at Gilinan. At Black Diamond the 
strikers failed to comply with their agree- 
ment to surrender their guns. At Franklin 
a few arms were given up, but the number 
represents but a kiiikU proportion of those 
that are still in baiul. 

The trip maile by Prigadior-Gencral 
("■urry and .Slierifl" Woiilery, however com- 
mendable its obji'ct, failed to accomplish 
anything but to sliow tho suUenncss of the 
strikers. While the iiiiiies are all running, 
the old men show no disposition to leave 
the camps, although to remain means to eke 
out an existence on lha saving of the past 
and the contributions (if oLiier labor (irgan- 
iz.itioiis. Ivich d.iy scums to make the men 
more bitter. They see that they luivc been 
displaci;d, and im|):uliul observers concede 
that they have lo^l the strike, but they 
tlu>m,«clves proclaim their intention of 
" staying witli the works." 

The tiHicers have been conviiici-d that 
nothing less than force will ever Hiicc^eed in 
uccomplishing a ilisanniinient , and without 
that there is a eoiiHlaiit likelilujod of a um- 
llict, which the slightest incident may pre- 
cipitate. This is aiiowii by tin; excitement 
that was winked up at N'ewcastle by the 
peaceful visit of a )).irty of negroes from the 
mines. Had they not been persuaded to re- 
turn to tho niinrs it is probable there would 
have been a conflict. 

Governor Ferry will bo consulted before 
further steps are taken. General Curry will 
go to Olympia, and will bo able to give the 
governor an insight into tho situation, 
gained by a xvcek's experience on the 
ground, which will prove valuable in doter- 
ininiiig the future course.

New Yokk, July 0.— A. E. Olarovsky, 
tlio Consul-Goneral of Riissiii, called upon

.Si.vci SiNd, July S.— Tho unclainicd 
bodies of tho three electrocuted raurderera, 
Sloeum, Wood and Jugiro, were buried in 
the prison cemetery, at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. Kino convicts lowered the 
cofllus, one after another, into the 
graves, which were tlien quickly liUcd up. 
'I'hera.^ was no ceremony, religions 
or otherwise, at the craves. _ Warden 
Brown was seen at the prison, this 
evening, and asked as to tho reported 
burning of Smiler's hody. He said that he 
still adhered to his determination to make 
no statement whatever, and that ho would 
neither deny nor confirm the report.

' Tke »ltaatlon In Chili. 

New YoitK, July 8.— A cable received by 
Stevens & Co., of this city, from Callao, 
July 7lh, reads as follows: " Passengers 
arriving from Valparaiso and Iquiijiie slate 
that tlie situation of the Chilian insurgents 
is desperate. They are without money and 
their vessels are in a bad condition, without 
ammunition. The army, which conqjrisea 
3,000 to 4,000 rotos, do not receive their 
pay. The insurgents have been able to ob- 
tain 800 rifles, in had order, bought 
in Panama, Most of the inii.abitauts of Iqni- 
(jue, Pisagua and Aiitafagasto have emigrat- 
ed to Southern Clidi or to Peru. The 
French residents in Chili and the Chilian 
government await with Iraiuiiiility the 
decision ot the I'rench tribunal.^ rcgiirding 
ilie vessels constructed tlicrofor on ai'connt 
of the govermneut of Chili. Thuy have 
every conlidence in the integrity of the 
French judges and in Prusid.nt Carnot. 

To [E('i>r;:aiil/.e Hie OrcKOU I'ucine. 

Kr.w York, July 8. — An opposition to 
the present management of the Oregon Pa- 
cific roB<l, has appointed a comniitreo of 
bondholders to reorganize the road, and, to- 
day, the new connnittee issued a statement, 
charging that the niiinagcnicnt Inul issued 
$11,(K)0,0(K) more bomls tlian was warranted 
by the mortga^?. The mortgage . provides 
that the bonded debt shall be iiinitcil to 
S2'),000 per ndle, and so far 140 miles only 
having been constructed, calling for the 
issue of S:{..')IK),000 in bonds. The company, 
h )wever, has i-ssued .'jl.l.OOO.OOO in bonds, 
and justifies itself by asserting that the line 
when coini)leteil, will b-j six luindred miles 
lon;r, and that the bond issue on system 
would thon be only S2o,000 por ndle. The 
bonds, which were placed at 80, have now 
no market value, and the company has a 
floating debt of $81)0,000. The committee, 
it is uudorstood, will bring legal proceed- 
ings against tho olilcers. 

Cliinese In the United Htntes. 

Wasiiinoto.n, D.C , July 9. — In tho last 
Congress u resolution was carried instruct- 
ing the President to negotiate witli Mexico 
and Great Britain to prevent tho entering of 
Chinese lahorers from Canada and Mexico 
into I he United States, From a diplounaie 
corre.spondcnce just published it uppc 
that, while Gieai IMtain received the j 
position favorably, and referred it to the 
Canadian Governm-'nt, the Mexican Govern- 
ment was unable to co-operate for tho 
reason that the Mexican constitution guar 
antecs every njan tin? right to enter and go 
out of the republic without a passport.

Every precaution was taken by the seal- 
ing fleet, and by the officials of tho associa- 
tion who accompanied the Danube on her 
recent trip, to prevent the loss or theft of 
seal skins shipped down from the North. 
The skins were securely packed in bags, 
and .securely tied and properly labelled. On 
the arrival of tho Danube, the vessel docked 
at Rithel'a warehouse, at the foot of John- 
son street, and tho curgo waa stored in that 
building. The closest watch was main- 
tained, Capt. Cox and other interested par- 
ties being alwaj's present, and seeing that 
each hag was properly checked up. Since 
then, at night, the skins have been lockeii 
up and securelj' guarded. 

Several skins luive, notwithstanding all 
these precautions, disappeared. After the 
entire cargo of tho Danube was placed in 
the warehouse, the delivery to the various 
consignees commenced. liach schooner's- 
catch was opened,, bag after hag counted) 
under the supervision of a connnittee, and 
delivered to the firm consigned to. In this; 
manner the losses were detected. The 
catches of several schooners have yet to be 
counted, but so for as tho count has pro- 
gressed, the] Bhortagcs of skins are a» 
follows :

The loss remains unaccounted for,' but 
the ropresentativos of the sealers are posi- 
tive iu their opinion that llio skins wero 
stolen, and that they were taken since the 
sealing fleet waa bidden good-bye. Capt. 
Cox, when asked for his opinion, said that 
he was eon&dent that no mistake could have 
occurred in packing. Kaoh skin is valued at 
not less than 81,5, so that unscrupulous and 
irresponsible persons would have quite an 
object in stealing from the bags could 
access be gained to them.

young men can jirepure themselves 
for entering the well-eatablisbed unl 
vcrsities of the East. If the College is 

aa good H3 it ought to be, tlio n:en ■who 
louvo it will 1)0 ublo to enter for the second 
or, if the rules permit it, for tho third year 
in the great univei a'.ties. There is nothing to 
hinder the ostabliabment of such a college 
here, in Victoria, almost immediately. The 
money required ought to bo easily raised. 
Such a college, if properly coiiducteil, would 
do an iiniiieiise amount of good. It might, 
also, bo niide Lo uuswer tho purpose of a 
noruial school, which is very much needed 
ill the province, and it would, no doubt, as 
the proviuoe grows aaJ prospers, develop 
into a university. 

Wo throw out Mie30 sugge3tion.'i for the 
friends of eiliicatioii in tho ])rovinoe to 
think over. British Columbiaus are not 
now numerous or rich enough to establish 
and maintain a university, but it is within 
their tneaos to support a less pretentious 
but exceediugly useful preparatory college.

THE EXECUTIONS. 

The sensational newspaper corrospoudeut 
kas wasted a great deal of ink and taken 
np much space in trying to malce the people 
of thi.s continent lielieva that the men who 
•wore o\ccuteJ by electricity at Sing-Siaj;, 
on j\Ioud*y, wore cruelly tortured. What 
■his object in doing this is, it ia hard to say. 
The telegraph liar aoinetimea appears pcr- 
ifeetly purposeless. It would seem that he 
lies for the mere fun and excitement of ly- 
ing, or out of pure " cussedness." The 
truth about the executions is, whut erery 
intelligent man would expect, that the 
-oriminals did not suffer, and that their 
.bodies wei« not marred or defaced. Dr. 
McDonald) who attended the executions 
•ofiScially, is reported to have aaid : 

" U'e are not at liberty to dilate upon 
these cases, but I will take the responsibil- 
ity ot saying that in each case to-duy, un- 
oonsuiouiuesa was inatantaneona and death 
pa.ioles«. There waa but one application of 
the current in each caae, and there was no 
burning of tlio flesh." 

Ur. Alphonso Rockwell, another physiciitn 
who attended the executions professionally, 
said : 

" We aro all pledged to seoresy, but I do 
not think tlmt I am viohiting that, pledge iu 
aiyiiig that ull four e.vecutioiia were un- 
<]ualilied successes. The men ull died pain- 
iesaly and without a struggle." 

These reports may also be fabrications, 
but we do not thiuk that reporters would 
bo such fools US to nuke statemeiit.i which, 
if not true, would, in a few houra, be flatly 
aad emphatically contradicted by the men 
±0 whom they were attributed. 

A SUGGESTION. 

It may, we think, be taken for granted 
'that tho attempt to establish a University 

in Briti.di Columbia has, for the present ut 
any rate, failed. If, as is indicated, ratlier 
fch;.u assorted, iu the Attoiney-deneral's 
opinion, tho Senate of that body isdissolvi d 
or has become powerless, we do not thiuk 
-th*t any very energetic effort will be made 
!to place the institution on ita former foot- 
ing, or to establish a now one. The action 
i;akcn by the Mainland graduates with res- 
pect to the election of the .Senate has 
iiiiulo it impossiblo that, fur a goo l while, 
there can be any hearty co-operation be- 
itweon tho friends of higher education on 
' Hie Island ot Vancouver and many of those 
who profess to he such on tho Mainland. 
'The aectionnliam displayed by the Mainland 
1 members of the eouvocLition in, of course, to 
>bc greatly deplored, but wo do not consider 
it a matter of regret that the establishment 
of a university in British Columbia should 
bo postponed a few years. The population 
of tho province is not, iu our opinion, suHi- 
oiontly large to wai rant tho eitablishmont 
in it of such an iustilutiou. It r'iquiics a 
great deal i>f money to keep a really good 
oolU'ge iu proper working order. The best 
teaching ability, like the best ability of 
any kind, is not easily procured, 
*nd it must bo well paid. A 
poor University can have but a weak 
teaching still", and its mcmher.s inuat nccos- 
aarily he third or fourth r^lo men. No 
man of intelligence wants his sou to be 
educated at what is called, on this conti- 
nent, a " one horse college." The training 
received at such colleges is inferior, and 
the degrees they confer are not con- 
sidcrcd worth much. The diflerence be- 
tween tho cxpun.sc of attend iul; a irally 
good college, which has an established 
reputation, and that of rmishiug one's 
atndics at a poor, ill-equipped and un- 
known university is not, when the 
difference in the results is considered, 
very great. A judicioui and far-seeing 
mun will be sure to select what is 
known to he tho heat institution. 
Until, then, British CoUimliia is iu a 
pDsitlon to endow and support a really 
good univeralty, one that will coninian d 
respect in all pwts of tho Dominion and 
in the United Kingdom, it will, we auh- 
mlt, • be boat to ostabliah in the 
province an efficient college in which 



The result of tho Carlow election goes a 
ong way to prove that l\inicll has li).st the 
eadership of the Irish people. The ctnileat 
waa a fair one, and whatever udvaulage 
t'leru was appeareil to he ir I'arncli's favor. 
Three years ago ParuuU was, politically, 
master in Carlow. He had only to name 
tlic man he wished to lepicsent l\\t: county, 
to have hiin elected iigaiurt any other c^in- 
did \to, no iiiiittiM- who mi^'ht briny him out. 
So strong w.ia he in ISSli ih.it the Conserva- 
tives considered it uselets to bring out a 
man against his candidate, who waa, there- 
foiv, elected by acclamation. The other 
day his candidate was defeated by a major- 
ity of two lo one. Who, after this, will say 
that cluiraeler gues for nothing in polities ? 
As long as Mr. Parncll wus believed to bo 
a moral man, ho was the idol of the 
Irish people. Notwithstanding hia be 
ing a Protestant, tho Roman Catholic 
clergy, almost to a man, supported bint, and 
the rank and lilu of the eieotora would go 
tlirough lire and water iu his Ecrvice. It 
wua discovered that he had been leading a 
double life, that he had immoral relations 
with the wife of a man whom he called hia 
friend, and notwithstanding that he did not 
change one article of his political creed, and 
although he profeascd lo be aa devoted to 
the cause of Ireland as erer, he iniinediutely 
foil in the estimation of the people and kept 
ou falling until now there are few cunipira- 
tively, clergy or laity, ao poor aa to do him 
him reverence. 

This Carlow election shows that Mr. Par- 
nell is not merely temporarily out cf 
fuTor with the Irish people, but it has also 
shown that he has not been rehabilitated 
politically by going through the ceremony 
of marriage with Mrs. O'Shea. A very 
large proportion of the Irish people look 
upon his marriage aa no marriage at all, if 
they do not regard it as an aggravation of 
his ofTence against decency and good morals. 

In the estimation of many, too, the raaii- 
nor, in which Mr. PdrncU has spoken of 
the venerable leader of the Liberal Party is 
an unforgivable crime. His attitude to- 
wards .Mr. (lladstone hai convinced them 
that Pariiell is both ungrateful and unre- 
liable. If Parncll's influence were tested 
in Kiigland it would, wo me convinced, be 
found that he is oven lefs esteemed by the 
English Liberals than ha ia by the Irisli 
Home Uulers. No one need close his eyes 
to the fact that Pamell is a fallen man, und 
that the chances are a hundred to one 
against his ever rising again. lie has 
fallen, not bi ciusc lie has eouimitteii a poli- 
tical crime, but because he has, by his con- 
duct, outraged the moral sense of the 
people of Ireland.

The soured and disappointed stookholdera 
of the Panama Canal seem determined to 
prosecute M. de Lesseps for fraud. They 
declare that tfiey Were induced to subscribe 
for shares in that great undertaking by 
the false reprcaontatiou.i of diahouest men, 
and they bold M. de Lesaeps as the projec- 
tiir mainly rcapoiibible for the loss they 
have sustained. It is aad to see the last 
daya of this great man made miserable by a 
prosecution of this kind. He may bo to 
blame for being too sanguine as to the feasi- 
bility of connecting the Atlantic with the 
Pacific by a canal cut through the Isthuuu 
of Panama, and ho may have underrated 
the engineering ddhculticaof the work, but 
that he sank hi J ovrn fortune and the for- 
tune of his fiinilyin the undertaking is 
proof that ho was honest iu the representa- 
tiona that be maile. M. de LcsSL'pi had a 
greater atakc iu the aiieci'Si of the eanal 
than any otlur man living;. Ho staked 
both hia reputation —which to him is no 
doubt priceless— and bis means ; all that 
those who complain of him and are going to 
law with him ri.sked were coniparativoly 
amall sums of money. Though the amount 
sunk in tlio Panama C.mal is gieat iu 
tho iiggregite, it is oompo.Hcd of small 
auma. It ia made up of tho in- 
vestments of provident farmers and 
mechanics. Tho French poosant and city 
workingman are both intelligent and provi- 
dent. They dn not allow their little saviiiga 
to lie idle, but invest thorn in stojk of one 
kind or another whieii will yield thcni both 
a sure and a largo return. Tho Pauauri 
(/anid stock was regarded by them as an in- 
vestmont of this kind, and it is said that 
tho newspapers which they road were paid 
by speculators to create and deepen this 
impiessiou. Tho Pauain.i Canal was udver- 
tiaed iu tho nioit se luctive inmner, and the 
poor people were led to believe that it 
would be to them a veritable bananza. 
How far M. de Lesseps is responsible for 
circulating those roso-colorod but, as the 
event proved, most doceptivo, represenla- 
tionswo have nn moans of knowing, but wo soo 
that he ia blamed for continuing to lead the 
people of France to believe that they would

KEV. DONALD FiiASER DEAD. 

The Pdstor of the First Presbyterian Church 
I to PneumoE 
Brief Illness^ 



Snccambfe to Pneumonia After u 
in 



The public generally, and the members of 
tho First Presbyterian Church iu particular, 
will be surprised and deeply grieved to he ir 
of the almost sudden death of Rev. Donald 
Fraser, pastor of the church, which oc- 
curred at his residence. Pandora street, at 
10:40 last night. Uo wa.s-sick lust Fall with 
bilious fever, from which he continued to 
suHer all w inter. In consequeuee he, this 
spring, determined to take a trip to Ontario 
and the Fast, hoping iu that way to secure 
a complete restoration to health and 
strength. However, he made no improve- 
ment, and returned home in a physical con- 
dition almost worse than when ho 
started. Ho attended church last Sun- 
day, but was unable to occupy 
his pulpit. He appears to have caught a 
very severe cold, while moving about dur- 
ing tho last few d^ysi the consequence be- 
ing that ])neumonia supervened, most seri- 
(uu symptoms presenting thtmselves, yes- 
terday afternoon. He was attoudcd by Drs. 
Milne and Krnest Hall, who did their 
utmost for his relief, but by six o'clock it 
was manifest that his case was hopi.les3. 
Tho deceased was about 46 years of ago. 
Hu wus boin at Lochiel, county of GUu. 
gary, Ont., where his grandmother still 
resides, liis mother and two brothers living 
at Mount Forest. He received liis early 
education at the Williamatowu grammar 
sch(j(d, and subsequently graduated ut 
t^)ueen's college, Kingston, with hon- 
ors. He was from 23 to 
•J.") years an ao'.ivu and hard, wor- 
king aiinisti r i^f tho Presbyterian Church, 
his lirat char^'o being at Priceviile. He 
was then called to Mount Forest, whence he 
came to N'ictoria about sevea years ago, 
being the liist minister of the (Canadian 
Pre=byteiian Cliurch to be np|ioinlcd to 
this city. Since the formition of the Pres- 
bytery of Columbia, ho has bceu Con- 
vener of the Presbyterian Home Mission 
Committee. This involved the supervision 
of all the mission fields in tho l're.-iby tery , 
and entailed a very Urge umount of 
labor and an.Kiety, necessitating fre- 
(|uent visits to the outlyiuL' mis- 
sions between Alberiii and Spallumcheeu. 
The immense amount of work that de- 
volved upon him he ungrudgingly j)er- 
formed, his death being a most serious loss 
to the Presbyterian church in British Col- 
umbia. Ho enjoyed in the highest degree 
the respect, conbdence and kll'«ction of uU 
associated with bim in religious, e<lucation- 
al or philanthropic work. He was beloved 
by his Hock, and by all was regarded as a 
thorough Christian and a gentleman. He 
was firmly attached to his church, to itj 
doottines and its discipline, but was 
ever ready to co-operate with all who 
were engaged in works of Christianity or 
benevolence. He was a man of high 
scholarly attainments and had deep convic- 
tions which, though not obtrusive, he hud 
no hesitation about endeavoring to enforce, 
and it may well be said that his ministerial 
brethren, of all denominations, will deeply 
deplore his removal. Mr. Fraser's last 
hours were attended, in addition to the 
members of his bereaved family, by Rev. 
1). Macrae, of Victoria- West, and Bev. 
McLaren, of Vttncouver. He leaves a 
widow and six children, two of his elder 
daughters being at the Brantfoid College. 
The particulars of the funeral will be given 
hereafter.

IIYDRiULIC OPKIiATlOxN'S. 

Elch Claims In the Cariboo District Belns 
Prepared for Working— Water Carried 
Mauy Ullea to Wash Oat the 
Golden Treasure. 

Extensive improvements that will greatly 
aid the important mining interests of th« 
district, are being carried on in the Cariboo 
ntry. Mr. William Allen, from that 
s 'ctioii, arriveil in the city last evening. 
He reports rapid progress on the new wagon 
road now being constructed by the Govern- 
ment from the Carpenter mountain to the 
banks of the Qucsuelle river, u distance of 
about 55 miles. Tho amount appropriated 
for this work was §8,000, and that will 
fully cover the cost of construction. Tho 
road will be completed early in the Full, 
and will greatly facilitate the mining opera- 
tions of a large section of the country. 

T' h c old DanclngBill claim,abandoned years 
ago us unprofitable and worked out, is being 
worked by Chinamen, who are making a 
rich thing of it, and taking out considerable 
gold. It is estimated that in- the last few 
years its new owners have -realized fully 
$100,000 out of it. Twenty years ago, 
when first worked, it was tho greatest 
claim in the West, but it was left in dis- 
gust by the white miners, who thought they 
hall oxhausted its auriferous treatures. 

" Hright ])r(ispect3 are in store for the 
hydraulic niiniiig interest.^ of the district," 
said .Mr. .Mien, ami " extensive ditches are 
uovv being dug. for the jniipo.-eof bringing 
water Lf> heveral very rich claim.H. 

" 'J'he Victoria Uydruulic Co. are putting 
in a ilitch 15 miles long from .Spanish Lake 
to Coquette Creek, and from there to Cedar 
(-'reek, mi both of which streams they 
have taken up claims one mile each 
in length. The water when it 
reaches the i)ipe3 will have an 
immense fall, iiml the pressure will be very 
great. 'I'lic ilitcli will be finished and 
ready for the water in the fall, as the pro- 
gress l'( iiig iiiiide is very rapid, there being 
about 70 men engaged at work upon it. 

The South Fork company ia also con- 
striici ing a ditch to its claim on Dancing 
Hill bar. It is bringing wa ter from a lake 
near Horse Fly river, and the ditch will be 
fully 15 miles long. This coinpany will be 
nil ready to begin hydraulic operations in 
the spring. It lias all of the pipes and 
other material necessary nlreiidy on the 
ground, and will have the ditch iu complete 
running order before fall sots in. 

" Both Cedur creek and Coquette creek 
contain great wealth in their beds, and the 
Victoria conipuny will work the htU chan- 
nels. Another tfitch that this company is 
digging is from Moorehcud creek to its claim 
on Dancing I'ill bar. Another elulin that is 
a good one and has done very well, taking 
out as high as §1,500 a week, is that be- 
longing to the Horse Fly company, located 
on Horse Fly river. It was compidled to 
cease operations a few weeks ago on account 
of high water, but will probably be iu oper- 
ation the same as ever as soon as the flood 
recedes. " 



THE U.NIVERSITY DIFFICULTY 

Mainland 8enatori do Not Accept Attornpy- 
Oeueral Davie's Opiulon us JTlnaL 

In spite of the opinion given by the 
Attorney-General, that the Senate of the 
University of B. C. had no loujjer an exist- 
ence, the mainland senators met with the 
Cbaneellor, Ur. I. W. Powell, of this city, 
in the chair, yesterday at 11 a.m. The 
meeting was purely informal, the business 
resolving itself into tbe question " What is 
to bo done? " 

Letters wera road by tho Chancellor from 
Hon. D. W. HiRgius, Rev. P. McF. Muc- 
leod and Mr. J. Stuart Yates, in which 
each of these senators stnlcd that he 
regarded any meeting that might bo held 
on the 9th (yesterday) y.s illegal, and conse- 
quently would not attend. Tho letter con- 
taining Attorney Goneral Davie's opinion 
was also read, and a, general debate ensued. 
In the course of the eonversition, it was 
stated by some ono that he had eminent 
legal authority in Victoria, iu direct opposi- 
tion to the opinion of the Attorney-General. 
The Chancellor, wishing to further consult 
Hon. Mr. Duvie, the little gatherinc; broke 
up, it being understood that ull present 
should meet again at three in the afternoon. 

At the hour named, the chancellor again 
took the chair, there being present Vicc- 
Chuncellor R. P. Cooke, Rt. Rev. Bialiop 
Sillitoe, Rova. Robson, McLaren and Jamie- 
son, Drs. lientley and Tuustall, Fred Scho- 
field and J. M. O'lirien. 

Tho last named gciitleman was elected 
secretary, pro tem, and upon the suggestion 
of the Attorney-General, us conveyed by 
Dr. Powell, the following resolution was in- 
troduced by Kt. Rev. Bishop Sillitoe, sec- 
onded by Rev. .Mr. J.uniesou, and adopteil 
by the mcctiug : 

" Thai whereas the four niember.s of tho 
Senate who met in this place on the second 
instant were under the iinpressioii that the 
Chancellor's suggestion to adjourn the 
statutory meeting of Senate until to day 
could only bo carried out if uina niembei s 
were present, and, therefore, separated 
without any formal opening or adjournment ; 
And whereas there is, conscquoutly, a doubt 
aa to the technical legAlity of th.is meeting, 
the Senate hereby authorizes the Chancellor 
to submit the question to the Lieut. -Ciov- 
ernor-in-Couiieil, under section 1 of ' Tho 
.Supreme Court Reference Act, 181)1,' and 
in tho event of this meating being bold to 
be a legal one, to summon a meeting of the 
Senate for the transaction of business with- 
in one month after suck decision has been 
rendered." 

The resolution to adjourn followed.

'Indeed, he once 
composed an opera entitled "The Slavo 
of Camoens," and tliough tlie public! 
(lid not go into raptures over it his maj- 
esty was convinced to tho day of Ills 
death tliat it was one of the greatest 
works of art produei'd (luring- tliis cen- 
tury. The composition of this work did 
not Involve much labor on his part. At 
such moments as he believed himself to 
be inspired be would summon his secro- 
tary and or^cr him to scat himself at a 
piano. Then his majesty would walk 
about the room, humming: a tune, and 
would suddenly' stop and exclaim: 

"Play this time now — ta-da-da, pom- 
pom, la-la!" 

Tho unfortunate secretary would 
strum on the piano, but would be soon 
interrupted by the- king crying: 

"See here, my friend, I didn't hum 
pom-pom, la-la, but ta-da-da, jjom-pom, 
la-la!" 

The bewildered secretary would make 
another attempt and would finally suc- 
ceed in striking the required chords. 
Then tlie Icing would say: 

"That's better! That's Homothing liko 
my time! Keep on at it until you havu 
the melody thoroughly by heart and then 
go into my study and put it down on 
paper!" 

With these words the king would go 
away and tho secretary, conscious of 

his majesty's inability- to compose any- 
thing like a melody, woidd calmly set 
down on p;iper a tune of his own com- 
position which lie would jiresent for ap- 
proval the next morniug'. However 
faulty the tunc might be — and the secre- 
tary had little knowledge of music — tho 
king would never fail to say: 

"I've heard a worse tune than that, 
haven't you? Why, it's a grand bit of 
music!" 

In this manner, it is said, that short- 
lived opera, "The Slave of Camoens," 
was produced. 

SHEDDING LIGHT ON CALVARY. 

Moh;immc<Iun IScsiilonu of .TernHnlcm 
Aiiiiizcd nt tho AA'ork of Electricity. 
A traveler who has recently visited 
Jerusalem tells, says the Hew York 
Sun, of the sensation produced there 
last month by tho introduction of elec- 
tric light, just four years after gaslight 
was first seen tliero. The electric plant 
is used in a large flour mill adjoining 
the supposed site of Calvary and close 
to the Damascus gate. If tho Arabs 
and Jews were filled with wonder by 
the flaming gas jets ui 1887, thej are 
confounded when thej- sec tlie light of 
electricity in 1891. Many of them are 
so alarmed that they hardly dare to 
look at it, and the Jlohammcdans call 
upon tho prophet for safety. They ask 
what it is, whore it comes from and how 
the magicians make it When told that 
it is the same thing as lightning they 
boeome still more mystified, ask how it 
can be caught or held and take care to 
keep at a respectful distance from it. 
"Perhaps," says the traveler, ''tho 
day is not far distant when the streets 
and houses of Jerusalem may be lighted 
by electricity and even when Palestiao, 
long desolate, shall blossom like the 
rose." 

There is reason to believe tliat, with 
the completion of the railroad line from 
Jaffa to Jerusalem and with tin; con- 
struction oi other new lines, Palestine 
will attract far greater multitudes of 
pilgrims than have been seen there 
since the time of the crusadds. Accord- 
ing to a recent dispatch a steanaer put 
in at Jaffa on Tucsilay, February 10, 
with two hundred and twenty-five pas- 
sengers, who proceeded to .lerusalcm, 
accompanied by a band of musicians. 

In the course of time tho children of 
Israel whoonce held I'alesfme, and who 
yet chant the song^s of Jerusalem all 
over the world, may Ix^ induced to try 
to revive the prosperity of the holy land. 



A VOICE FROM THE GRAVE. 

How a Yotiuff "Woiimn Hoard Ilor Father's 
Sjici ch In fi rlu,iH,f,'riii>li. 

A pathetic story is that told in con- 
nection with the phonograph. A judge 
in a southern state come to Cincinnati 
not long ago, says a writer in the Com- 
mercial. He had never heard the phoii- 
of,Taph. A\'hen he visited an oilice lis 
spoke into the funnel, and was amazed 
a)id amused to hear his own voice re- 
peated afterward through the tubes of 
the machine. 

Two da after he returned home he 
died suddenly. His daughter came to 
Cincinnati on business, and while hero 
11 friend took her to hear a plionofrraph. 
It was a curious coiueidencc that she 
.should have been escorted to tho very" 
oilice her father had visited but a short 
time before. The young woman, who 
was in deep mourning, was very much 
entertained by some of the musisal se- 
lections the phonograph repeated. 

The operator afterward picked np a 
cylinder from a pile, placed \t in tho 
phonof-^raph, and said: "listen to this." 
The youiit; woman placed the lubes 
again to her ear, the bar was pulled out 
and the cylinder began to revolve, lie- 
forc a dozen words had been repeated 
the woman in black swooned. Not 
until she rei^overed was the Cause of 
lier fainting known. 

'I'he voii'c that hud come to her oars 
from the phonograph wns that rjf her 
dead father, it wa.s as a voice from tho 
grave. Hlie afterward purchased a 
phonograph, iind the cylinder contain- 
inp her father's speech was given to 
her. It is carefully cherished in her 
southern llom(^ 

lied Tiipo In Saxony. 
Expen.se attending the movements ol 
potty German oilicials is ilhistrated in 
tho case of the Saxon commission for 
estimating the damages to crops during 
the maneuvers of Saxon troops.

HELIOGRAPH LANGUAGE. 

KiGrnallner liy This Method Is a Compara- 
tively Hcccnt Invention. 
In the dispatches from tlie northwest 
describing the movements of the troops 
assembled there mention was now and 
then made of the operations of tlio 
heliograph corps, and also of tho signal- 
ing by the Indians among themselves 
with pieces of looking-glass. The first 
use of the modern system of military 
sig-nalinf,', which was invented by (!en. 
A. J. Mycr, of the United States army, 
was in tho campaign against the Nav.ajo 
Indians in northwestern New Mexico 
in 1880, says the New York Sun. Flags 
and torches were the means chiefly 
used. .Signaling by reflected liffht has 
iK'cen common in many countries for a 
lonir period; the American Indian has 
for years used bits of k)okinp:-s'lass for 
this purpose. The perfected heliograph 
is comparatively a recent invention. It 
isaBmall, adjustable mirror mounted 
on a tripod and easily portable. When 
the mirror has been adjusted to reflect 
the light upon the station to bo com- 
municated with a movable screen is set 
up in front of it, and the signaling is 
done by revealin)^ or obscuj-ing the lla.sh 
for shorter or longer periods, corre- 
spcAiding with the dots and dashes of 
the Morse telegraph alphabet. Signal- 
ing with the heliograph has been done 
successfully over a distance of one hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles, and it is 
not uncommon to cover distances of 
eig'hty to one hundred miles. Fifty-live 
miles is about tlje ordinary average. 
The signal corps used the heliograph 
very effectively in the campaign against 
the Apache Indians in Arizona in 1S8G, 
and the corps has also attained remark- 
able results with tho heliograph in 
other more peaceful signaling opera- 
tions.

Jnynes ts. Rickiirda— This was an appli- 
cation on the purt of the ilefendanta, for 
■the plaintiff to show cause wliy the writ of 
Bummops herein, of the 12th Juno, 1891, 
and the Order made herein, on T-'th June, 
1801, for »ubstttuted service on the defend- 
ant should not ho set aside with costs. 

The point of practice raised in this case 
is new and important. 

The circumstances under whioh it arises 
are as follows : 

Tlio defendant being indebted to seyurnl 
persons, among others 1o tho plaiiitill' 
individually, in tho sum of $409.39, sudden- 
ly left the jurisdiction for Oregon, in the 
United States, and has rcmtvined out of tho 
jurisdiction ever since. 

After he left he wrote a letter to Mr. 
Wiud, of the Kank of British Coluirbia, 
iiistnicting him ',o tuko steps for the dis- 
IHJSiil of all hia i)i-opefty in British Colum- 
bia, giving liiH luldreaa at Portland, Oregon, 
and instructions. 

Upon the atlichivit of these facts of lus 
general indebtedness, and of Uie particular 
debt, and the usual allegation of the inten- 
tion of defendant to delay, evade or defeat 
pluiutiirvs claiui— upon the iL'tli June, 1S!)1, 
the Cliiof Justice gnmled an order of .sub- 
stitntfd Bcrvico on Mr W. <'• Ward. 

On the proiuuli^alioii of Huh order, auh- 
stituted service of writ order and allidavit 
was made on Mr. Ward, and by leavo a 
condiiional appearance \ras eulered on be- 
half ( f the defendaut ; and the matter was 
brought before me by Mumiious. Mr. llelme- 
kcnapi)lied to :.et aside Liu; writ of sum- 
nioiis and the order for substituted serviee 
on the streiigtii of Supreuio (.'oui t rule 7 
(order 11. r. 4), wlueli usiiif; stnuig Uuiguagc 
— tlic negative mode of expressicn— f'ays : — 

" No writ of summons for serviou out of 
tho jurisilietion, or of whieh notice is to be 
given out of the jurisilii'lion, shall bo issued 
■without the leave of the court or a juilge." 

Arguing that as the defendiint was ad- 
mittedly out of the jurisJielion at the time 
of tho application lor substituted^ service, 
ami no such leave had been obtained, the 
service of the writ was null and void and 
the >Yrit and the accompanying order must 
fall to the ground. 

,. .Assuming for tho purpo-so solely of deal- 
ing with the point as raised, that 1 have 
authority to set aside another judge's order, 
■ Ifhioh, it is needless to say, I have no jnria- 
diction to do — as that can only be ellectcd 
by ft court of appeal— I observe that S. C. 
rultt?, above quoted, contemplates clearly 
tho caBo of an absent defendant, who is 
out of the jurisdiction and cannot bo 
served with the process ol the coiirt 
by any nisana available within the jiirisdic- 
tioii, to give him any required notice of the 
proceedingB being taken agatBst him in B. 
C., to enable him to defend himself here. 

In support of his application counsel de- 
pended upon Fry v. Moore, 2.S Q. 15. D, 5!)5. 
Air. Belyea, for the plaintiff, rested his 
case on Supreme Court Rule 33, under which 
the order for substituted service had been 
obtained, which is as follows : 

"If it be made to appear to the court, or 
to a Judge, that tho plaintiff is, for any 
cause, unable to effect prompt psrsouul ser- 
vico, tho court, or a judge, may make such 
■order for substituted or other service, or for 
the substitution of notice for service, as may 
seem just." 

This clearly points to a service, or its 
equiralent, within tho jurisdiction. The 
court has always a preference for service 
within its jurisdiction, and a reluctance, 
even in the case of a liritisli subject, to servo 
its process under a foreign jurisdiction, 
vrliiuh, having a process of its own, looks 
with a jealous eye on tho introduction into 
its own domain of a foreign process. The 
l-uloot law for the continumg of these rules 
is to make them all speak, as far as is prac- 
ticable, and they are consistent with each 
other. It follows that the court i.s 
bound to construe Rule 7 and Rule Xi, if 
it can consistently do so, so as' to give 
effect to both — " Ut res mmjis voUecU quam 
ptrent." 

There remains only, therefore, to consider 
•whether such substituted service within the 
jurisdiction could cll'eet tliu object of giving 
thedefendaiitoutof the jurisdiction an oppor- 
tunity of coming forward to defend himself. 

The whole object of service is notice ; and 
the law on the point is well summed up in 
Jp'aniel's Uhancery Practice, 8Lh edition, 
jpagea 330 and 3.S7, and the cases there cited. 

" The principle on which theoourt acts, in 
directing substituted service, is that the 
aervice directed is made on a person either 
impli«dly authorized to accept that particu- 
lar service, or who certainly would com- 
municate the process so served to the party 
to bo served— for the object of all service is 
only to give notice to tho party on whom it 
is to he made— so that he may bo aware of 
an.d able to resist that which is sought 
against him, and that that has been sub- 
stantially done, so that tho court may feel 
perfectly confident that the service has 
• reached him. 

"When a person out of the jurisdiction has 
given special authority to a person within 
the jurisdiction to act us his agent with 
respect to the property which was tho sul)- 
jeet of the suit ; si'i vi.x) on that; person was 
ordered to bo good service on defendant."

MEXICAN MINES. 

Eettirn of a Wrll-Kuown Victorian from a 
Trip to the far South. 

After a long absence, during which he 
has visited tho prominent mining districts 
of New and Old Mexico, Jir. James Mc- 
Cauley, an old and well-known resident and 
miner of this city, is home again. 

Mr. McCauley states that some of the 
richest mineral that he has ever seen is 
found in Me.xico, and some of the mines 
there are of fabulous value. He visited 
and personally inspected a great many pro- 
perties, and thoroughly posted himself in 
regard to each of them. While in the 
Stats of Soimra, where are located some 
very rich claims, he secured control of sev- 
eral mines and prospects that ho considers 
incipient bonanzaii. He brought back with 
him a collection of valuable specimens, and 
some of the oro is of the very richest grade. 
While portions of tho Mexican ores are 
highly refractory, others are of a free mill- 
ing character and easily treated. 

Although considering Mexico a coun- 
try of rare mineral richness, he 
says that tho heat is almost unbearable. 
The thermometer is frequently 132 in the 
shade, and at times it would appear as if 
the handy little instrument was incapable 
of making an accurate repfiater of the intense 
heat. There are other drawbacks to tho 
country, not the least important of which 
are the duties, which are excessively high 
and amount to almost prohibition. When 
entering the eouuliy Mr. McCauley was 
compelled to pay a ihity of §30 on each of 
his saddles, and the tariH' imposed on every- 
thing else connected with his outfit was 
proportionately sleep. 

.•\flera short visit, for tho purpose of rest 
and visiting old acijuaintances, Mr. McCau- 
ley will return to Mexico for the purpose of 
developing his ])roi)ertics.
